Howev er, any wide discrep­ 
ancies will be equ alized becau se 
the law prov ides that where pu ­ 
pils are transferred from one 
u nit to another, refu nds shall be 
made to the transferring town­ 
ship.

It 
does not necessarily follow that 
a property tax redu ction of that 
amou nt will be obtained bu t it 
is tru e that whatev er the tax 
rate is nex t y ear in Ru sh cou nty 
school u nits, it will av erage 20 
cents less than wou ld be neces­ 
sary if it were not for the gross 
income tax . This also is contin­ 
gent, howev er, u pon the su ccess 
of the gross income tax law and 
assu mes that it will withstand 
attacks in the cou rts and that 
the state will receiv e the money 
estimated to be du e u nder the 
law. 
The rate redu ction of 20 cents 
may pot be obtained in all 
cases, it is pointed ou t by Clar- 
ency A. Jackson, director of the 
gross income tax div ision, be­ 
cau se in some school u nits the 
rate is far too low this y ear to 
meet ex penses which on the av ­ 
erage hav e been redu ced dras­ 
tically .

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DANGERS IN THE ROAD TO RECOVERY 
As th e great depression of th e ’th irties sinks 
into w h at we all dev ou tly h ope will be its final 
coma, it is instru ctiv e to look back at th e death ­ 
bed scenes of former depressions and see h ow 
th ey compare with th is one. 
By one way of looking at th ings, th ey are all 
m u ch alike. 
In former times, as now, th e u pward tu rn be­ 
gan before people realized it. Commodity prices 
began a slow bu t steady climb, secu rity prices 
adv anced, scattered factories began to pu t men 
back to work, people started bu y ing th ings again* 
— and th en, th e first th ing any one knew, we 
were ou t of it and th ere was a clear road ah ead 
again. 
T h at seems to be v ery mu ch th e way th ings 
are working ou t now. Bu t th ere are one or two 
differences, and th ey modify th e wh ole pictu re 
in a way th a t it is impossible to ignore. 
In th e first place, no prev iou s depression led 
to su ch far-reach ing and drastic action by th e 
federal gov ernment. We h av e nev er before h ad 
any th ing like th e new. farm bill, th e indu strial 
control bill, and so on. No prev iou s depression 
forced u s off th e gold standard; none ev er cau sed 
so mu ch power to be giv en to th e President. 
Secondly , th e international situ ation is differ­ 
ent. Nev er before did th e climax of h ard times 
in America coincide with su ch a near approach 
to ch aos in international relations. Th e Lon­ 
don conference, w ith all th at it implies, is a new 
th ing; th e problems of disarm am ent, interna­ 
tional debts, world peace and treaty rev ision 
giv e to ou r emergence from th is depression an 
entirely new face. 
Last of all, it is probably tru e th a t nev er be­ 


fore h av e we been so th orou gh ly disillu sioned — 
with ou r leaders, w ith ou r institu tions and with 
ou rselv es. We h av e called in qu estion th e basic 
featu res of ou r national life. Radical as ou r re­ 
cov ery program may seem, it is mild as milk com­ 
pared w ith w h at th e great m ass of people will 
dem and if recov ery is delay ed along th e way . 
We are coming ou t of it in a different way 
th an we did oth er times. To say th a t we sh all 
presently go on in th e old path s simply becau se 
“we h av e alway s recov ered before” is to talk 
complete nonsense. 
Ev ery th ing is profou ndly different. Only by 
recognizing th e ex tent of th e difference can we 
find ou r way safely th rou gh th e nex t few critical 
y ears.

W ash ington, Ju ne 15 i/P)—Th e 
adm inistration intends to raise 
$240,000,000 by processing tax es 
on w h eat and cotton wh ich it 
will lev y at th eir max imu m size 
in a bold program aimed to bet­ 
ter long-range farm prices by 
cu tting down produ ction. 
Th e gov ernm ent’s plans pro­ 
v ide th a t most of th e su m will 
be u sed to reward farm ers wh o 
agree to redu ce th eir ou tpu t in 
concert with th e federal driv e to 
h alt th e piling u p of su rplu ses, 
long a price-depressing problem 
for growers of th e two ch ief cash 
crops of th e United States. 
President Roosev elt h as 
ap­ 
prov ed a program, dev ised u nder 
powers prov ided by th e new farm 
act, 
wh ich 
Secretary Wallace 
will make pu blic tomorrow. A 
compreh ensiv e acreage cu rtail­ 
m ent program will be lau nch ed 
immediately for cotton, to take 
ou t as mu ch as 10,000,000 acres of 
th e crop now growing. 
No effort will be made to cu t 
produ ction of th e w h eat now 
nearing h arv est. W inter-kill and 
bad w eath er h av e cu t th e pros­ 
pects for th is crop down to ap­ 
prox im ate domestic needs 
for 
th e first time th is centu ry , al­ 
th ou gh th ere is ex pected to be 
carry ov er of abou t 360,000,000 
bu sh els on Ju ly 1, beginning of 
th e new m arketing y ear. Th e 
wh eat program, h owev er, is to be 
pu t into effect on fall planting. 
Wallace h as completed details 
of both program s ex cept for a 
few elem ents still open. 
One, 
su bject to ch ange, is th e ex act 
time th e tax es will go into effect. 
He is au th orized by th e farm act 
to lev y th em at th e beginning of 
th e crop y ear for each commodi­ 
ty .

We call to the attention of the pu b lic the recent amend­ 
ment to the Veterinary Practice Act, which is now a law. 
We qu ote from the Amendment Acts 19 33, page 69 3. 


“ Any person who shall practice or hold himself out as 
practicing v eterinary medicine or surg ery in this State 
without hav ing a license, as hereinbefore prov ided, shall be 
g uilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conv iction thereof shall 
be fined not less than twenty -fiv e dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars; upon a second or other subsequent offense 
shall be fined not less than fifty dollars and not more than 
one hundred dollars and *be confined in the county jail or 
penal farm for not less than thirty day s nor more than one 
hundred day s. Nothing in this act shall prev ent any per­ 
son from administering anti-hog cholera serum and hog 
cholera v irus, medicinal or surg ical treatment to an animal 
or animals belong ing to himself, nor to any animal or ani­ 
mals belong ing to any other person or persons when such 
medicinal or surg ical treatment is administered without 
compensation.’* 


Therefore as the profession has paid the price demanded 
b y Indiana, and conformed with the legal requ irements de­ 
manded b y Indiana, we requ est any citizen or taxpay er to 
fu rnish u s with evidence that any qu ack or lay man has re­ 
ceived compensation of any kind, directly or indirectly for 
work done on animals b elonging to others, and we will pre­ 
sent the evidence to the Prosecu tor, Grand Ju ry or the prop­ 
er lawfu l channels to determine if the qu ack has the same 
rights as the licensed Veterinarian. We have made no effort 
to prohib it the owner of live stock from doing work of any 
kind on his own animals and we pu b licly call on the Prose­ 
cu tor and the Grand Ju ry to u phold the law.
